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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments that the '222 publication is 
not prior art, are not persuasive. Applicant argues that statute and rules mandate that the examiner provide any such provisional patent 
document relied upon. Examiner found no specific language in the cited statute and rule that used the language "provisional patent 
documents". Examiner did find direction of "...such information and references as may be useful in judging of the propriety of continuing 
the prosecution of his application..." ('132) and "...if printed publications are cited. ..place where a copy can be found, will be given" 
('1 .104). Examiner has provided applicant with the printed publication, information useful in judging (examiners response the request for 
evidence in the prior office action) and the place and how applicant may obtain a copy of the provisional document. Also, it should be 
known that when an application publishes, the file and provisional application become of public record. Examiners original rejection 
relying on the '222 reference was made in May 2002, which should have afforded applicant ample time to acquire a copy of the 
provisional document, therefore the rejection and its finality are maintained. Finally, applicant's arguments regarding the deficiencies of
